NATIONAL TREND 

FRI Director J, Edgar Hoo.

tims of crime. Since 1960 crime 
has tnereased 46 per cent while 
our national population has ri- 
sen 8 per cent; therefore, the 
volume af crime continues to 
outpace population growth by al- 
most 6 to 1, 
CRIME 

In discussing 
Mr. Hoover noted that during 
1965 there were more = than 
5,600 murders, 34,700 aggra- 
vated assaults with a gun and 
over 68,400 robberies where a 
Weapon was used. The value of 
goods stolen in robberies, bur- 
glaries, larcenies and auto 
thefts exceeded $1 billion. The 
FBI Director stated that while 
these dollar costs were stag- 
gering, they were overshadowed 
by the inestimable loss of hu- 
man life as well as the other 
coasts involved to the victims 
of crimes of violence.

this period, Arrests of persons 
under 18 years of age for these 


serious crimes rose 47 per cent 
during the period 1960-1965 
which was more than double the 
percentage increase in the 
young age population during the 
same period, 

Nationally, last year there 
were 37 arrests for all crimi- 
nal offenses, except traffic, for 
each 1,000 persons in the United 
States. The increase in the vol- 
ume of police arrests was shar- 
pest in the suburban area, up 5 
per cent, The rural areas fol- 
lowed witha 2 per cent upward 
trend and there was no change 
{n police arrest activity in the 
large cities over 250,000 popu- 
lation. 

MOBILITY OF CRIMINAL OF- 
FENDERS 

Experienced law enforcement 
officers are well aware of the 
fact that modern means af 
transportation available to cri- 
minal offenders make them 
highly mobile and, accordingly, 
more difficult to detect and ap- 
prehend, In addition, this mo- 
bility influences crime rates 
from jurisdiction to jurisdic- 


tlon--state, county and local. 
Mr. Hoover noted two spe- 


cial surveys undertaken by the 
FRI to measure the mobdility of 
the criminal. A study of cri- 
minal careers of almost 135,- 
000 offenders indicated that 48 
per cent had been arrested in 
two or more states during the 
course of their criminal ca- 
reers that spanned 10 years.

A lighted panel 
would be placed in front of the 
Council table so the audience 
could the voting.

She would 
control the lights.

Ang in case you think this 
idea hasn’t been examined, it 
first appeared this year in the 
budget of the Upland City Coun- 
cil; but in the rush to control 
expenses was knocked out be- 
fore the final vote was taken 
. « (manually, incidently.) 

The usual way that a City 
Council takes a vote is in alph- 
abetical order of the Council- 
men. Votes always are taken 
in the same order, If not alph- 
abetical, they are taken left 
to right, or right to left. But 
important roll-call votes al- 
ways are the same procedure. 

Now if you get to know the 
people on a Council very well, 
you begin to realize that many 
times the vote results in adec- 
ision that can be distorted by 
this method, 

Such a pattern of voting ser- 
tously hinders the INDIVIDUAL 
THINKING of each Councilman. 

The most important vote al- 
ways is the first one ona roll- 
call. This individual really is 
on the spot, but by the time 
the vote gets to the last man, 
he has it easy sometimes, yet 
he can be the most easily sway- 
ed by the preceeding votes of 
his fellow members, 

The first vote is the most 
crucial. This member is on 
the spot. If he thinks logically 
and correctly he may vote yes, 
and then all fellow members 
will follow his lead and vote 
yes. If he is way off the beam, 
then the number two man is 
on the spot and if he thinks 
intelligently he can change the 
voting to no and the other three 
will follow him. 

If the issue at hand is a 
marginal one, a real close de- 
cision, sort of a toss-up--then 
a different psychology enters 
into the picture. The first and 
second votes ‘‘set the stage’’ 
so to speak, and from there- 
on, the other members ‘‘go 
along’’ with the first one or 
two--so the the issue is de- 
cided that way.

‘‘ynanimous theory pattern’

to figure out if the last couple 
of votes are really the indiv 
idual’s own votes, or whether 
he is merely following along. 








In some instances, voting pat- 
terns depend upon a Council’s 
individual makeup, the person- 
ality of each member. 

Sometimes the first one to 
vote is a strong intelligent 
member, and sc he really be- 
comes a strong leader on the 
Council. Other tir s the first 
man can be weak or indecisive, 
and so Council business takes 
a turn of split votes and more 
often poorer decisions. 

Looking at the tail-end of 
the voting, having a strong vote 
at the end is frustrating often 
for this man is faced with 
standing on principal or try- 
ing to end up in a unanimous 
decision because the vote al- 
ready is against him and ‘‘so 
what does my vote matter’’ 
attitude. This is bad. 

And if the last vote or so 
is by a weak member, then he 
always goes with the mob-- 
and never thinks, but is a fol- 
lower. 

I’ll qualify this somewhat-- 
and with good reason, for most 
often the Mayor, or Chairman, 
is the last man to vote, sort 
of a tie-breaker in this in- 
stance. 

But I have witnessed the May- 


ors and Chairmen being put 
into positions that is not fair 
to him, nor to the Council 


as a whole, by forcing him 
to ‘break a tie.’”’ 
*** 

I REALLY THINK that the 
best way to get the most out 
of every single member, is to 
foree each one to make his 
own independent decision on 
each issue. This includes the 
head-man at the table who 
should vote, too. 

An electronic, 
light-type 


or merely a 
system of voting 
would insure impartiality. It 
would result in better voting 
by each member. And decisions 
would result that honestly re- 
presented the majority of the 
group, and not be the result 
ef some kind of ‘‘voting in- 
fluence”’ because somebody 
else voted the way he did. 

It will be interesting to see 
which Council or which grou; 
in this area adopts this system 
first. The cost is small con- 
sidering the vast benefits that 
will come to the Council and to 
the public, 

If I were ona Public Board, 
I’d vote for sueh a system 
in the interests of the taxpayers 
and public, because of better 
and more honest decisions, and 
forcing all members to think 
in better fashion.

Valley construction 
slump leveling off 


The current slump in the 
Pomona Valley’s construction 
activities apparently has le- 
veled off at a little more than 
$4 million a month, down from 
last year’s average month of 
approximately $5 million, 
,Lorne Cook, Pomona College 
economist, reported today. 


In his quarterly report, pre- 


pared for Pomona First Federal 
Savings and Loan Association, 
Dr. Cook said the level on buil- 
ding was maintained for the se- 
cond quarter of 1966, despite 
tight money and a credit strin- 
gency which has depressed 
home construction throughout 
the nation. 

The over-all value of buil- 
ding permits issued throughout 
“the eight-city area of the Val- 
ley amounted to $12,306,841, 
compared with $12,431,540 for 
the first quarter of 1966, and 
$12,621,558 for the three-month 
period ending last Dec. 31. 

Paul D. Walker, president of 
Pomona First Federal; said he 
expected construction activi- 
ties to stay around $12 million 
for at least another two quar- 
ters. 

In 1965, the second quarter 
eshowed building valuations at 
$19,426,002. 

Dr. Cook said residential 
construction, most directly af- 
fected by lack of credit, con- 
tinued to decline. Building per- 


mits were issued for nearly 
$2.3 million worth of single 
family homes during the last 
quarter, but permits for mul- 
tiple dwelling slid to $58,000, 
down more than $1 millionfrom 
the quarter before. 

Ontario led all other cities 
in the -Valley with nearly $4.3 
million worth of building, but 
$3.6 million of this was for the 
construction of a new school. 

Residential construction was 
highest in Claremont where 
more than $1 million worth of 
permits were issued. Most of 
the industrial construction was 
in Pomona, with the largest 
permit for $190,000 issued to 
the Garden State Paper Co, An 
additional $140,000 worth of 
permits was issued to the Bry- 
an Industrial Properties Co. 

Other large permits for com- 
mercial construction were is- 
sued to Von’s Market in Chino 
for $240,000, to Albertson’s 
in Pomona for a new super- 
market valued at $164,000, for 
the construction of a new shop- 
ping center in San Dimas for 
$409,000, for $300,000 worth 
of additional motel facilities in 
Upland, as well as a $250,000 
Chysler automotive center, al- 
so tn Upland. 

The Security First National 
Bank obtained a building per- 
mit in Upland to construct a 
$109,000 building there.

"New era 
forecast 
for area 


Ontario Mayor Howard — 
told more than 60 members o 
the Upland Chamber of Com- 
merce, ‘Weare on the threshold 
of a new era for our entire 
area,’’ at the Chamber's first 
quarterly meeting held at noon, 
Monday, at the Upland Inn. 

Snider was referring to the 
proposed merger of the Ont- 
ario International Airport with 
the Los Angeles International 
Airport. 

‘The merger has been 
thought about for the past five 
to seven years,’’ Snider said, 
‘Sut the first written com- 
munication on it was received 
last January."’ 

Snider explained that the main 
problem before the Ontario City 
Council, which also ts the Alr- 
port Commission, 1s whether 
to relinquish all control of the 
Ontario alr facilities to L, A. 
International, or to retain part- 
fal control. 

A proposal will probably 
come before the Ontario City 
Council within the next two 
weeks, Snider added, ‘1 think 
this will be the last offer Los 
Angeles International! will 
make."’ 

If the merger does go through, 
it will require a $30 million 
bond iasue to expand and im- 
prove the airport facilities, 
However, the economic impact 
on the West End area could 
be tremendous, boosting Its po- 
tential as an attractive site 
for business and industry. 

Snider pointed out that two 
and a half million people are 
closer by ground travel to Ont- 
ario International Airport than 
to L.A. International Airport, 

One thing is sure, Snider 
said, the airport is going to 
continue to grow and prosper, 
but the merger would greatly 
stimulate that growth. 

At the conclusion of the Ch- 
amber meeting, membership 
chairman Dewey Cable report. 
ed that 50 new members had 
been brought tn, as the Chamber 
nears its goal of 100 new mem- 
bers for the year. 


City awaits 
street work 
financing 


The City of Upland ts await. 
ing State approval of $21,500 
for street and drainage work 
on Euclid Avenue around the 
Santa Fe railroad tracks, 

A report from San Bernar- 
dino said the California High- 
way Commission had approved 
the expenditure, but no af- 
ficial word has been heard here. 

The project will be a co- 
Operative effort between the 
City, the State, the San Ber- 
nardino County Flood Control 
District and the Santa Fe ratl- 
road. 

The City plans to put tn 
eatch basins for water drain- 
age at the railroad tracks and 
eliminate the old wood culverts, 
The catch basins will be hook. 
ed by pipe to the county’s storm 
drain on 8th Street, and Eu- 
elid Avenue at the railroad 
tracks will be widened to con- 
form with the rest of Euclid 
Avenue. 

The area concerned is be- 
tween ‘A’ and Stowell Streets. 

Besides the state money, the 
County Flood Control Dis- 
trict will put up $5,800, The 
railroad also will put up an 
undetermined amount of money 
and the City will use gas tax 
money for the remaining cost. 

Preliminary plans for the 
work are about 75 per cent 
complete. 

They will be presented to the 
other concerned parties some- 
time in late fall and work should 
be completed in the Spring,
